Deyo- 
tion, which tbis Age bas abouttded in, no ware 
care has been particalarly taken, to- (apply the 
Neceſſities of thoſe unhappy Perſons, ro, whom 
theſe aſſiftances are direfted ; eſpecially conſide- 
ring how many there" are, who do continually 
ftand in need” of them. Upon this conſileration 
it is, that ſome pains have been taken t0 com- 
poſe the following Devotions, » wbich; its hi. 


(ped, the Perſons concern'd in: will bediligent 
. #n the uſe of. ' And'theny if what -is. performed, 


hall any 2ay- contribure to_the:camfort or. ſup- 
port of thoſe 2retched People 3 or rather, which 
is moſt of all to he wiſhed, to-their repentance 
and amendment, by affefing them more ſen- 
ſibly i4the calamitous circumſtances where- 
in they are ; the Author will think his endea- 
veurs avundantiy recompenſed. DMay God Graci- 
ouſtygecept of them, and bleſs them to that Gaod 
@rd'®- Amen, 
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T is a great Mercy of God, not to ſuf- 
fer Men to ruine themſelves both iri 
this World, and in that which is to 
come. 'For this end, he is pleaſed 

to make uſe bf ſereral Wonderful methods, 
for the. reclaiming Wicked and Ungodly 
{ Men from the Errout of their evil ways; 
_—_ which, be 4fli&ions which he {ends 

upon ſuch Perſons are the moſt common. - 
By theſe he endeavours to put a Stop to 
their Sinfull courſes, by arreſting their Spi- 
rits a while, chat they may reflect upon 
their former M7cked lives, and contider what 
will be the Conſequence of them, and fo Rep.nt 
and - m:nd them before ic is too late. "This 
they are not always ſo ſenſible of as they 
ſhould be, who are 4fi&ed in this manner 5 
and are therefore apt to Murmur and Re- 
pine at God's puniſhments, richer than ſuf- 
fer thetn to have that Good effet# upon them 
B which 
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which is deſign'd and intended by their 
Gracious God. | 

But if they would conſider at all, I would 
ask them, in the Name of God, Who they 
think 1s their greateſt Friend, One that en- 
courages them to enjoy the pleaſures of Sin 
for a Seaſon, which will betray them to 
Everlaſting deſtru#tion atterwards ; or he that 
puts them -ro ſome trouble mow, that they 
may avoid being Eternally miſerable here- 
after? 

Now this is the caſe. God, who cannot 
lye, has threatned Eternal deftruction to 
all impenitent Sinners. Except ye Repent, ye 
ſhall all Iikewiſe Periſh. St. Luke 13. 3. And 
what ſort of Perſons thoſe are which ſhall 
be ſhut out of the Kingdom of Heaven, he 
has told us by his Apoltle St Paul. Thus, x 
Cor. 6.9, Io. Know ye not, that the unrighteons 


ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God ? Be not \ 


deceived, neither Fornicators, nor Idolaters, nor 
Adulterers, nor Effeminate, nor Abuſers of them- 
ſelves with Mankind, nor Thieves, nor Covetous, 
mor Drunkards, nor Rewvilers, nor Extortioners 
ſhall inherit the Kingdom of God. Again, Gal. 
F. I9, &c. Now the Works of the Fleſh are 
Manifeſt, which are theſe, Adaltery, Fornicati- 
ons, Cs Laſcivioaſneſs, Idolatry, Witch- 
craft, Hatred, Variance, Emulation, Wrath, 
Strife, Seditions, Hereſies, Envyings, Marders, 
Drunkenneſs, Revellings, and el like: of 
the which I tell you before, as I have alſo 
td you in time paſt, that they which do ſuch 

: things,”

things, ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God. 
Again, Heb. 13. 4. Whoremongers and Adut- 
ferers God will judge. And in Revel..21,8, It 
is faid, But the Fearfull, and Unbelieving, and 
the Abominable, and Murderers, and Whoremon- 
rers, and Sorcerers, and Idolaters, and all Lyars, 
ſhall bawe their part. in the Lake which Burneth 
with Fire and Brimſtone, which is the ſecond 
death. And moreover Chriſt, who is to be 


* the Judge of all Men at the laſt Day, has 


told us, what he will then fay to thaſe that 
ſhall- be placed on his left hand, that is, to 
the Wicked. and Ungodly ; Depart from me 
ye Curſed, into Everlaſting Fire, prepared for" 


tbe Devil and his Angels. Mat. 25. 41... _ -. 
. And then, as he argues in another Caſe, 
Is it. not better for Men to -part with a 
Limb, to deny themſelves in ſome beloved 
Luft, to undergo, ſome preſent Shame, or 
ſome ſhort Aﬀfiction in this World, ſo they 
may be happy for ever hereafter ; rather 
than to live at eaſe in their Sins now, to 
be ſuffered to go on in their villanies in this 
Life, without any. check, and then be caſt 
mto Hell afterwards, into the Fire that never, 
ſhall be quenched, where the Worm dyeth not ; but 
there ſhall be weeping and wailing and gnaſhing 
of Teeth to all Eternity. - St. Mark 9,42, 44. _ 
| Reflect Seriouſly and often with your ſelves 
upon theſe things. Think, how God, in-' 


- ſtead of his Priſon, might have ſhut -you up 


in Hell, from whence there is no Eſcaping; 
had he nct been infinitely gracious in ſpa-. 
2 | ring 
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ring you, that you might ſee.your Folly 
and amend it. Take care eſpecially to a- 


void all Intemperance, and do not think to 


deceive the Tediouſneſs of your Confinement by 
the ſonfu pleaſares of that. This will /t:U 
provoke God to be more and more angry with 
you, and 'will really be the occation of 
greater judgments upon you afterward, for 
that ſemirg pleaſure which you find by. ic 
now. That will: paſs away prefently, but 
the guilt it leaves upon your Soul, without 
a bitter Repentance, will /#ick to it for ever, 
and fink it deeper into perdition. You may 
deceive your ſelf but not God, for God i: 
not mocked. Gal. 6. 7. | 
I you will now make a good uſe of theſe 
affliting Circumſtances, which God, in his 
providence, has brought you into, for this 
very purpoſe, that you may repent and 4- 
mend, he will be gracious to you in the par- 
don of all your pa#f Sins. Ezek. 18. 21, 22, 
27. But if the Wicked will turn from all 
bis Sins that he bath committed, and keep all 
my Statutes, and do that which is Lawful and 
Right, he ſhall ſurdy live, he ſhall not i: 
All his Tranſgreſſrons that he hath committed, 
they ſhall not be mentiond unto him, in bis 
Righteouſneſs that he hath done ſhall he live. 
Hawe I any pleaſure at all, that the Wicked 
ſhould die ?

5 
not ſuffer the Goodneſs of God to lead you to 


| Repentance ; know this for a molt certain 


truth, that the more heawy and Dreadful will 
your puniſhment be in the next World, the 
longer you have abuſed Gods Patience, Mer- 
cy and Goodneſs in this, 

Do not ſo much contrive, how you may 
eſcape the remperal Puniſhment, as how you 
may make your Peace with God, and ſo a- 
void that which is Eternal. The afMlictions and 
puniſhments which you' meet withall now 
are ſhort, they are the effet of God's mercy : 
They are {ent to corre and amend YJOUu,NOT 70 
Deſtroy you. But the puniſhments of he orher 
Werld, are the effects of his Anger and IFrath, 
which will never-beappeaſed, but you muſt 
Suffer the vengeance of Eternal fire. O conjide: this, 
ye that forget God, leaſt he pluck you away, and 
there be none to deliver you. Pal. 5o. 22>. 

Remember, that now you are {hut out 
from Buſineſs and Converſation in t!:- 
World, you have a great deal of time in 
your hands, which under this 1eſtrainc._ of 
your Body, may be improved to the Fi 
fir of your Soul Let a conſiderable part of 
it therefore be ſpent in reflecting upon your 
pift lives, in expreſſing your hearty ſorrow 
tor the Wickedneſs of your Adtions, and in 
Praying to God moſt earneſtly for Parr: 
of them, through the merits of his Son 
Chriſt Jeſus. God will herr choſe that ca: 
upon him nw, and do truly turn from a: 


their Wickeaneſs . but there is no Repcntance in 
2 the 
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the other World. As the Tree fallth, ſo it h- 
eth. Eccleſ. 11. 3. As Death finds men, 
Fudgment will take them; no Crying, nor 
Tears, nor even Prayers will avail them 
any thing then. God will ſtop his ears for 
ever, and will not hear them hereafrer, who 
will not hear him ow when he calls upon 
them, nor be Obedient. Prov. 1. 24. to the 
end, is well worth your Reading very of- 
ten, Becauſe I hawe called, and ye refuſed, I
